There was general surprise and curi­ 
osity when it was announcetl that Mis.s

Ramee, 
the 
novelist 
(Oulda), has had a pen.slon of $7rfO 
granted to her from the civil list, says 
a ep^inl cable dispatch from, London 
to the New York Sun. 
It w as known 
that She was formerly w«»nJth.v, hdving 
made a fortune from her writings. 
It 
is even a greater surprise now to ienrn 
th a t the venerable author—she tti sevon- 
ty-elght—has been latterly in such pov­ 
erty that sometimes she w'as compelled 
to go without food. 
' 


The Florence, correspondent of tbe 
London Dail.v Mail send§, a story of her 
r€>cent life. 
He says that until two 
years ago Miss do la Ranjpe ocoupied 
a splendid tliree story villa a t I.uccn. 
She was known as “The I..acly <if the 
Dogs,” as she invariably had thirty, 
and was .always seen with a iiumber 
of them around her. Her intense fond­ 
ness for dogs, with a certain mogalo- 
raania, caused her on one occasion to 
give a meal of milk, bread and meat 
to every doi| in I.ucca. 
Stve paid tho 
bill 
for this extraordinary 
Ijauqupt 
Ill n g ly , a l t h o u g h h r n v y 
- v r r - 


crowding upon her through her utter 
ignorance of the value of money. 


It is stated that on several occasions 
at about this time she w pnt without 
food for a whole day, r»‘m arklng that 
it was sufBcient if her dogs ate. 
Fre­ 
quently her maid appealed to tlie own­ 
er of the villa for supper for her mis­ 
tress. 
A dlep^ute with her landlord 
about some furniture led to three laAv- 
suita, which Oulda won, but the costs 
further crippled her purse, and her 
landlord then turned her out. 


After staying at one or tw o places 
she went to a; first class hotel at Via- 
reggio. 
Again 
thoughtless 
expendi­ 
tures exhaus|;ed her resources, and her 
plight was such that last September 
she passed a night under the trees on 
the sea front. 
The remaining few of 
her large family of beloved dogs were 
a t her side. 
When her m aid’s mother 
found her at 5 o’clock In the morning 
on the beach she took her to her hum­ 
ble cottage at Monti and kept her 
there for several months. 


But that homeless night on the cold 
beach caused Oulda to lose the sight of 
her left eye and also brought about 
deafness, from which she has never 
recovered. 
In February last she w'ent 
to another hotel at Vlareggio, where 
she stayed until Jnly 0, when, being 
again In financial straits, she went 
with her ex-maid’s mother to the vil­ 
lage of Tklnssarosa, five njiles distant, 
where she is now living in a milkman's 
squalid cottage. 


She rarely goes outdoors and has few 
visitors. 
Her health is broken down. 
She eats little. She wears M'hlte dresses 
of silk muslin, with long trains and 
white gloves extending far up tho 
arms. 
Last winter slie had a new 
black drr.ss with a long train. 
Her 
pas.slon for dogs is not diminished, al­ 
though now she has only three, Rufii, 
Goldoni and Neroino. 


She has been Jieard to say that life 
would be hopeless misery without her 
dogs. 
It Is her fear of endangering 
their lives by a change of cllraato that 
prevents her from returning to Eng­ 
land. 
In her happier days, when she 
was able to give away and spend mon­ 
ey -with Impulsive generosltj- and dis­ 
regard of arithmetic, she had besides 
thirty doga at least forty horses. 
It 
Is known that once since her sufferings 
began she went without food for four 
days through sheer want. 


Oulda In poverty is alnjost Incredible 
to. those who remember the vogue of 
some of her novels. 
It is not so loi« 
since everybody was reading “StratH^ 
more,” ‘‘Cliandos,” “Under Two Flags” 
and the many other works of one Of 
the most proliilo of English novelists. 
It is proliably by the Inst named work, 
published in 18()7„ that Ouida is best 
known. A,comparatively recent theat­ 
rical success in Kew-Yotk, “Under Twc 
Flags,” was Paul M. Potter's drnmati- 
ssation of this book, 
besides the three 
mentioned “TMcotria,” 
published 
in 
18«9, “Two Little Wooden Shoes,” in 
1874, and “In Marenima,” in 1882, are 
books of hers Which were eagerly read. 
“Lady Marahout’a Troubles’* is ac­ 
counted a very cb'ver book of short 
stories. 
The more re<*ent »utput tails 
off in quality. All told there arc forty- 
one novels from the pen of Mile, de la 
Ramee. 
The best of her works ; were 
remarkable for the length of time that 
they held public favor. 
^ 


When Oulda was abotit tw'enty years 
old she went from Burj- St. Edmunds, 
where she Was born, to London with 
her mother and grandmother and not 
long afterwanl began her writing ca­ 
reer. , Her ¡pen name w*as her ow|i 
childish mfspronunciatlon of her name, 
l.ou]Ba. 
She. lived in Italy for m a n y 
years. Two or thrw ye.ii’s ago she at­ 
tracted considerable attention by her 
public utterances on social and moral 
t6pics. The somewhat straitlaced tone 
she adopted was in o<ld contrast with 
the boldness of some of her novel writ­ 
ing.

CUTTING UP A ROYAL YACHT 


T he Hildegarde, of Teal<wood, Being 
Made Up Into Souvenirs. 


The famous yacht Hildegarde, In her 
day one of the finest pleasure craft 
afloat, built In 1874 at the order of the 
Prince of Wales, now king of Great 
Britain, at a cost of .$80,000, Is being 
cu t to pieces In Frank R. I„ong's dock, 
on the Hackensack river, at Hacken­ 
sack, N. J., says the Now York Trib­ 
une. 
Mr. lyong bought her in Decem­ 
ber, 1905, from Blakely Hall for about 
$7,000. He thought she would make a 
freight steamer on the Hackensack, but 
h er keel was too deep for the channel. 
H er hull, made of Chinese teakwood. 
Is being cut up into souvenirs, and one 
will be sent to King Edward. 


Soon walking sticks, collar boxes aud 
paper knives will be doing duty in 
m any Hackensack homes, 
all made 
from the hull of King EJdward’s for­ 
m er plea.'iuie craft. The steering wheel 
of the yacht now adorns .the w'all in 
the new cafe of the Hackensack Golf 
club, of which Mr. Long Is a member, 
and another portion of the boat Is 
used as a bridge across Coles brook, on 
the second hole of the golf grounds. 
Mr. Long has preserved the prince’s 
stateroom and will have it Inserted as 
it stands Into his new home and will 
use it as a den. 


The Hildegarde was sold to George 
Gould for .$8.5,000. 
Next she was own­ 
ed by Senator B. M. Whitlock, who 
paid $21,000 for her. 
He had her fitted 
w ith compound engines in 1897. Blake­ 
ly Hall bought her for $17,000. 


The yacht was 127 feet over all, 102 
feet watel- line and 8 feet beam. 
She 
w as cutter rigged, and her deep keel, 
which required nearly flftee» feet of 
w ater, was a great draw back to her 
success as a pleasure craft lu American 
waters.

To G ive Medicine to Horses. 


Ordinary remedies can be adndnls- 
tered to horses in tije form of a drench 
by adding a jdnt of water or a ball by 
mixing w’itb lin.seed meal and molas.ses 
and making a roll half an inch in 
diameter and two inches long. 
Harsh 
remedies should always be given in 
water, gi'uel or beaten up wllh an egg. 
To make a horse eat medicine In a 
mash or In gi*ain, take some of the 
medicine and rub the horse’s nose with 
lit before you allow him to smell the 
grain. 
The smell of the medicine on 
his nose deceives him, and he will eat 
the grain without any trouble. 


S tartin g a Sheep Flock. 


A successful sheep grower of w’ide 
experience says: The ilock of twenty- 
five will yield better results per head 
than 100 and KX) better than 300. 
There .*ire a great many things niiout 
handling sheep that cannot be put on 
paper, nor learned through instrurtlori, 
nor In any otlier w’ay than experience. 
We know of no business in w'hich 
there are greater returns for the mon­ 
ey Invested than In this, and we know 
none which so absolutely I’equires that 
the right thing be done at the right 
time and In the right w'oy, so don't 
start W'lth too many. 


Dry Corn For Sheep. 


, Dry corn gives better residts than 
'soaked corn for sheep owing to the 
better secretion of saliva In eating the 
'diy corn. 
Oats make a satisfactory 
iratlon w^hen given to fattening lambs, 
but It requires about 2f? per cent more 
joats than com for a given gain. It re­ 
quires about twice as much corn as 
grain for Iambs. Roots should bo fed 
in combination with grain. A ration 
of equal parts of corn and oats or two 
parts of oats to one of corn, fed with 
iroots, is an economical ration for fat­ 
tening lambs.—Farm Progress. 


R em ed y For Hog Cholera. 


Here is a good recipe for bog chol­ 
era, w’hich I wish you w'ould publish. 
J writes nn Illinois fanner to Farm

It’s not a humbug remedy; 
¡Wood charcoal, one pound; sulphur, 
one 
ponnd; 
sodium 
chloride, 
two 
'pounds; 
sodium 
bicarbonate, 
two 
¡pounds; 
sodium 
hyposulphite, 
two 
.pounds; sodium sulphate, one pound; 
jantimony sulphold, ono pound. These 
jlngredlents should be completely pul- 
jverijsed and mixed. 
Dose, one table- 
'spoonful to each 200 pound hog.
